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NOT A JUSTIFIABLE PLEA. | 

One of the most astonishing objections offered by 
the attorneys of the New York Life to any action by 
Insurance Commissioner Vandiver against the insur- 
ance company they represent was that he should not 
iake action against one, but against all. They 
pleaded that. he should wait until he finds out what 
insurance companies have offended, and then act 
against all the offenders, and that any action against 
the New York Life previous to action against other 
offenders would be unjust. 

What would be thought of the plea on the part of 
a man arraigned for crime in court that he ought 
not to be punished until all who were guilty of the 
offense with which he is charged are punished? The 
wheels of justice would be completely blocked. 

It has never been considered unjust or improper 
on the part of a public officer to prosecute, or of & 
court to punish, any corporation or individual guilty 
”\ of offenses under the laws, regardless of other of- 
fenders. 

The questions raised by Mr. Vandiver in his de- 
mands on the New York Life for restitution and 
reform in the management concern the New York 
Life alone. The question is whether the company is 
guilty or innocent—whether restitution on the part 
of its officers is demanded by justice, and whether 
its management ought to be reorganized. The fact 
that other insurance companies have committed sim- 
jlar offenses and have also been mismanaged and 
have not been called upon as yet to answer, does not 
relieve the New York Life from the necessity of 
meeting the charges and demands made upon it. 
The duty to rectify its improper acts and to assure 
the protection of its policy holders in the future 
rests upon its management and upon the officers 
whose duty it is to enforce the laws, irrespective 
of other insurance companies. 

The Insurance Commissioner should hold other 
insurance companies responsible and should accord 
to them the treatment that he accords to the New 
York Life. But not one of the offenders can plead 
immunity on the ground that the Insurance Com- 
missioner has not dealt with all or with any other. 
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With ministers resigning to become lawyers and 
other ministers resigning to become actors, the re- 
ligious press must be losing ite grip. 
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TO KILL WITH KINONESS. 

Miss Helen Hall of Cincinnati tells the American 
Humane Association that persons who are hopeless- 
Ty ill, or fatally injured in, say, a railroad wreck, 
should be put out of their misery by chloroforming 
them. 

It is sweet and commendable in Miss Hall to yearn 
to lift the burden of misery from sufferers. 

But who is to say when the case is hopeless? 
Victims of consumption, diabetes and cancer have 
been known to recover after the most skillful physi- 
clans have given them up. And in a wreck, will the 
brakeman do the deed of mercy with his little vial of 
chloroform, or will the surviving passengers claim 
the right to pass judgment upon the condition of the 
wounded! 

_ Besides, what will the sick and the wounded say 
about it?

for them. Nor is it good for.the dear senti- 
mentalists who do the killing.

any other therapeutic agent known to me.” 

It will be observed that the doctor does not say 
that prayer will bring these results. It is the habit 
of prayer that is considered a good therapeutic 
agent. 

It follows that a prayer, now and then, for, say, 
pocket money when hard times come, or good health 
after a prolonged course of evil life, or for the happy 
issue of an adventure on ’Change, will not necessar- 
ily be granted. But if the practice becomes a habit 
and the habit works itself into the character we 
may expect good health and perhaps good fortune. 

The philosophy is not very profound. Prayer 
implies reliance upon a greater power who is sup- 
posed to support and guide the suppliant. If the 
reliance becomes a fixed habit of mind cheerfulness 
follows as of course. A man has no cares if he can 
satisfy himself that a higher power than himself 
is bearing them for him; and a man without a 
care is a man of power. 

Simple as it is, this gospel is for those who can 
hear it. For the rest there is yet the plain old- 
fashioned petition for the blunt goods of this world, 
and it is extremely improbable that it will be soon 
supplanted by the new doctrine of mental habit.

ARRIVAL OF WOMEN. 
There is nothing surprising or improbable in 
Chancellor Chaplin’s prediction that “in ten years 
from now women will outnumber the men in the col- 


leges.” 
Women are not on the way; they have arrived. 


And as Mr. Chaplin says, “the problems of education 
will have to be decided with that in mind.” 

Let us hope it will not be decided by abandoning 
the humanities to women and turning the men to the 
schools of engineering and other practical sciences. 
Whether or not there is sex in education is a ques- 
tion for the mystics to discuss. Practical men and 
women will continue to believe that men are no 
worse as men for a little knowledge of philosophy 
and poetics, and women no weaker as women if able 
to calculate tensile strains. 

It may be fortunate, however, that such questions 
are not often decided by conscious thought and pur- 
pose, but by the divinity that shapes our ends after 
men have roughened them by their pretentious 
bungling. In spite of conservatives progress always 
goes forward, never backward, and in spite of radi- 
cals it goes at its own pace in an orderly fashion, 
This view may appear a craven abdication of man’s 
prerogative to settle everything by his little theories, 
but there is evidence enough to support it. Besides 
it is restful and comfortable, and will mitigate the 
debate on woman and her sphere.

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‘BOOMING” AS A SCIENCE. 

The West learned the art of “booming” from the 
habits of its own rivers and the art of booming 
had so much to do with creating the West that all 
our highest recorded high-water marks of pros- 
perity and growth are intimately connected with it. 

The difficulty of maintaining a boom in dry 
weather has had a great deal to do with the disuse 
of the verb “to boom.”

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JUST A MINUTE 


POST-DISPATCH RECORD OF PROGRESS 
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THE UVIOL LAMP. 

Dr. O. Schott of Jena has devised a modification 
of the Cooper-Hewitt mercury vapor lamp of con- 
siderable practical promise. Its novelty depends on 
a new form of glass recently invented by Dr. Zchim- 
mer which is impervious to ultra-violet rays. 

The Uviol lamp consists of tubes of this special 
glass. into the ends of which platinum wires, which 
terminate in carbon heads, are fused. The lamp can 
be attached to either a 110 or 220 volt circuit. In the 
bottom of the tube is a quantity of mercury. To 
start the lamp it is tilted until the mercury makes 
a direct connection between the two poles. As soon 
as this happens a column of brilliant light appears 
in the tube. The new lamp is particularly suited for 
photographic purposes, and is also useful in testing 
the “fast’ quality of dyes. The light from it is a 
powerful geimicide, and may prove valuable in the 
treatment of certain skin diseases.

Mainiaining a clear; fresh atmosphere in a build- 
ing located in a district where smokiness and dust 
are conspicuously present, is an accomplishment of 
general interest.

The air, as it passes 
between the fragments of coke, is thoroughly 
cleansed of smoke and dust, which is washed down 
by the water to the bottom of the device and is 
there removed. Previous to the Installation of this 
plant, drawings. papers, everything, in fact, became 
very dirty. With the new heating system in service 
last winter, a remarkable transformation became at 
once apaprent. No air could go fnto the building 
except through the heating and washing apparatus, 
and the slight pressure maintained within doors 
caused outward leakage at all points where leakage 
wag possible.

W. Scott Tebb, public analyst to the Borough 
of Southwark, London, has been making an_ inquiry 
on behalf of the Borough Council into the constitu- 
ents of tea, to ascertain what injurious ingredients 
are present, and in his report he contrasts the tea- 
drinking records of Great Britain and other coun- 
tries, says Reynolds’ Newspaper. In pounds per 
head .per annuin the figures are as follows:

The only countries which approach or exceed Great 
Britain as tea drinkers are her colonies. Western 
Australia is easily first, with 10.07, and all the other 
divisions of Australia exceed Great Britain. 

“We drink far too much tea,’’ concludes Dr. Tebb. 
He calculates that each person in Great Britain, on 
an averagy, takes a daily dose of 3.6 grains of alka- 
loid and 9.7 grains of tannin. This mean# that av- 
erage tea drinker takes half as much alkaloid and 
nearly as much tannin as the maximum allowed by 
the British pharmacopeia for an occasional dose.

A FEARLESS NEWSPAPER’S WORK.

**-* The facte which had been brought out in 
this campaign were laid before Attorney-General 
Crow of Missouri, who brought suit before the State 
Eupreme Court, which decided in favor of the Ter- 
minal Rallway on a technicality. The Post-Dispatch 
then demanded that the Secretary of War act under 
the charter cf the Merchants’ Bridge, which pro- 
vided for its confiscation In the event of its being 
combined with any other bridge. It laid the facts 
and a trief frors Attorney-General Crow before Sec- 
retary of War Taft, who decided that the War De 
partment was nct justified in confiscating the bridge, 
but that there seemed to be a case for the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Acting upon this suggestion the 
Post-Dispatch persistently demanded that the De- 
partment of Justice act. It appealed to the Presi- 
dent, and at ics instance a petition signed by repre- 
sentative citizens and.the heads of several business 
organizations was sent to President Roosevelt ask- 
ing him to intervene on behalf of the people of St. 
Louis and the vast trade territory dependent upon 
this city for its market. 

Ex-Attoruey-General Crow, at the Post-Dispatch’s 
instance, went to Washingten and laid all the facts 
before Attorney-General Moody. The result was the 
President's order. 

From tne Post-Dispatch’s persistent fight, initt- 
ated and conducted alone for many years, has grown 
an overwhelming public sentiment which has found 
expression. in the organization of a free bridge com- 
mittee and in resolutions by other business organiza- 
tions.

New York Millionaire Never 
Allowed Ramsey Forces 
Time to Reouperate. 


FIRST IN BOARD ROOM 


Held Meeting Through Long 
Night Session by Sheer 
Personality.

Staff Correspondent New York World 
and Post-Dispatch. 

POLEDO, O., Oct. 14—It is not olten 
that the opportunity is afforded of 
studying a millionaire and a muliti-mil- 
lionaire at that, at that close range in 
the discharge of those duties which de- 
volve upon him as the head of a great 
railroad system and the dominant fac- 
tor in a chain of railroads which prac- 
tically extend from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. George J. Gould’s fight with 
Joseph Ramsey Jr. for the control of 
the Wabash Railroad, which has just 
terminated in an overwhelming victory 
for Mr. Gould, afforded just this uppor- 
tunity. 

The alert, clear-eyed head of the 
Gould family realized that his prestige 
as the ieading railroad manager of the 
United States was at stake. He was 
outspoken in favor of the “‘open door’ 
policy as regards railroad meetings. 
Such gatherings have always been held 
behind closed doors, and only such nevvs 
as the directors may see fit are doled 
to the public. But it is one of the 
characteristics of George J. Gould to be 
far-sighted. 

Threats had been made that Joseph 
Ramsey Jr. would raise the lid on meth- 
xis of ralway management and would 
disclose a state of affairs which would 
out-Lawson Lawson. Confident of vic- 
tory and having nothing to fear, Mr. 
Gould insisted that the meeting be ab- 
solutely open. 

Gould First to Arrive. 

The meeting had been called for 9 
a. m., but 30 minutes earlier and prior 
to the arrival of any other in* ested 
persons, Mr. Gould dashed up to the 
Produce Exchange Dbilllding in an au- 
tomobile. The elevator man looked at 
the New York millionaire in amaze- 
ment, for Toledoans while alleging th 
lead a strenuous life, are not in the 
habit of attending directors’ meetings 
at 8:30. He took his place at the head 
of a srnall table on which was placed a 
ballot box and tilted back his chair. 
Occasionally he would nod to a friend 
or acquaintance. 

But behind that apparént listlessness 
was a spirit keenly alert. AS soon as 
the preliminaries had been completed, 
Mr. Gould became a changed man. He 
forgot to twiddle his pencil, but .alter. 
nately stuck it in his vest pocket or 
chewed it broadside on, while with both 
hands he sorted the papers. He was 
now the man of business, every energy 
bent on the work. And as the hours 
went by the day waned into night and 
the night into morning, the vigilence of 
the man of millions never relaxed. 

Others Grew Weary. 

“If you want to succeed, never grow 
weary,’ is one of Mr. Gould's maxim 
but the -Toledoans grew very weary be- 
fore Mr. Gould had finished his day's 
work, and pleaded piteously to be per- 
mitted to go home. But Mr. Gould was 
relentless and the work of vanguishing 
the foe went on until it was done. 

An instance of Mr. Gould's untiring 
energy was displayed on the evening 
of the first day. The bondholders hau 
been in session from 9 a. m. until] 6:30 
Pp. m.

priced statf of football experts and keep 
thera from other lines of employment, 
for less than $10.00, and when to this 
sum is added anether $1,000 as an aver- 
age of what the playing fie.d is worth, 
and what the improvements and erec- 
tion of stands, ete., cost, it is safe Ao 
say that at Yale alone football costs as 
niucii money as the President of 
United States receives for his yearly 
salary. And Yale is one of a dozen big 
colleges where money is poured out like 
water. 

No team can have 
this outlay. The three 
last year were ‘ale, Pennsylvania 
Michigan. Tne championship of the 
Kast rested between the first two, the 
third was admitted premier of any 
eleven in the West. 

The coaching systems of Yale and 
Pennsylvania have many p%ints of sim- 
ilarity. In fact, the latter is based on

Harvard and Penn have alike been un- 
der extraordinary expenses durirg the 
last two years, for the establishment of 
their new athletic fields. The stadium 
at Cambridge and the new structures at 
Franklin Field, Philadelphia, are con- 
cededly the finest things of their kind in 
and each cost in the neighbor- 
hood of half a million dollars. 

Harvard did not scruple last year, de- 
spite the weight of debt under which 


and throughout all the big colleges there 
are similar prodiga] disbursements. 


How Money Is Spent, 


It is interesting to examine into the 
things for which all this money is ex- 
pended. The list furnished by Yale is 
fairly typical.

WASHINGION, Uct. is —perious fric- 
tion has developed once more in the Ad- 
ministrative machinery of the Panama 
Canal project. 

Secretary of War Taft's laconic an- 
nouncement that he is going to the isth- 
mus “io look things over for a_ few 
faye” bas a burden of meaning the 
weight of which is not apparent in the 
words. 

When the Secretary of War meets 
Chairman T. P. Shonts of the Cana! 
Commission, the Washington belief is 
that there will be some words the mean- 
ing of which will be plainly and simply 
apparent. 

The War Department is the branch of 
the Government which Is responsible in 
the iargest measure for canal digging 
methods, and for canal digging failure 
or success, and Mr. Taft does not like 
the way Mr. Shontes is said to have of 
ignoring the Department, and of going 
direct to the President with all Panama 
matters. 

Supported by Department. 

Secretary Taft is not isolated in his 
feelings. The army officers who hold 
detached service positions connected 
with canal construction took note of 
many things while the Secretary was in 
the Philippines, and they were not slow 
in reporting to their chief on his return. 

The Secretary did a little investigating 
and announced his intention of starting 
for Panama. 

Mr. Taft disproves of several contracts 
which Mr. Shonts is said to have let 
without preliminaries of advertising. It 
is further said he has given some con- 
tracts to persons not the lowest bid- 
ders. 


Danger in One-Man Power. 
There is no thought that Mr. Shonts 


had any motive other than good service 
in his course, bui the Secretary of War 
holds. that one-man judgment is not 


proper. 

Army officers have impressed upon 
Secretary Taft their belief that if there 
be delay in canal construction, the nat- 
ural thing wil! be to throw the blame on 
the Department.

by Father Dunn, chaneellor~ of the 
Catholic archidlocese of Chicago in the 
chancery of Holy Name Cathedral. 

The bride is a devout Catholic while 
Col. Phelps is a Protestant, and this, !t 
Is said, made it necessary to obtain a 
special dispensation from Archbishop 
Quigley. 

The New Mrs, Phelps. 

Col. Phelps is 6 years of age and a 
native of New York. He came to Mie- 
sourl in 1867. His first wife, who was 
a Miss Lots Wilson of Summit County, 
O., was killed in a runaway accident in 
St. Louts 15 years ago.

p Have Chosen a Model. 

While plans of the building have not 
been drawn the directors have a defi- 
nite idea in view which will follow 
closely the lines of the National Mu- 
seum at Washington, an adjunct to the 
Smithsonian Institute. Blue prints of 
that building have been in the hands 
of the directors and are being consid- 
ered with a view of adapting them to 
the location which the directors have 
in their minds. 

As a site for the museum 
tors have their eyes on a block of city 
property bounded by Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets on the east and west 
and Olive and Locust streets on the 
north and south. 

This property is owned by 
Library Board and was 
planned to be the site of the public 
library until it was decided that the 
new public library would be erected on 
the ground now occupied by the old 
Colliseum, the Carnegie donation being 
part of the fund for establishing the 
library. 

This proper'y cost the Library Bo 
approximately $600,000, and it is under- 
stood that it may be obtained for the 
new museum at the cost to the Library 
Board.

All the American life insurance com- 
panies doing business in Europe pro- 
pose, if possible, to throttle all expres- 
sions of opinion hostile to them on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

At a meeting the company’s managers 
decided not to issue more circulars ‘‘ex- 
plaining the disclosures made at the 
investigation in New York, and not to 
reply to any further communication 
whatever concerning the subject. 

Unfortunately for Edward Furgie, em- 
ployed by the New York Life, and one 
of the best known insurance agents in 
France, he permitted a letter of his. 
discussing some of the present evils of 
life insurance, to appear in the Ameri- 
can Register, published here. Furgies’ 
communication, considering the fact that 
he nakes a living out of life. insurance, 
was mere or less, an act of self sacri- 
fice in the Interest of more honest man- 
agement of the companies, 


Honest Agent Dismissed. 


Ingersoll, the New York Life’s Euro- 
pean manager, curtly informed Furgie 
that he mus* leave the company’s ser- 
vice, saying: 

“The New York Life wants no man 
in its employ who thinks its officials 
have comnutted the slightest wrong.”’

When Erwin J. Schnebly Be- 
came Dougherty’s Nemesis 
Professor Was Doomed.

TELLS HOW HE DID IT 


Rebukes From Superiors and 
Loss of Job Did Not 
Stop Him. 


KEPT BOOK FOR HIMSELF 


Put Down All Irregularities 
Upon Which Grand Jury 
Based Indictments. 


PEORIA, IIL, Oct. 14. 
EWTON C. DOUGHERTY, former 
N superintendent of schools of Peo- 
ria, former president of the Na- 
tional Educatonal Association, the de- 
posed president of the Peoria National 
Bank and the fallen idol of this city, is 
coitined in a cell whose last occupant 
was Charles Otis Botts, wife murderer, 
who paid the penalty for his crime last 
June on the gallows in the Peoria Coun- 
ty Jail. 

Dougherty wes the most trusted man 
in all Peoria. Today, this is the record 
against him, as made up from the 
grend jury reports: 

Confidence has been betrayed, sthool 
funds embezzled, checks to the possible 
amount of half a million have been 
forged, and the financial] standing of 
the city has been threatened. One 
bank, the Peoria National, of which the 
former echoo] superintendent was the 
head, is in the hands of a receiver, an- 
other bank, the Dimes Savings, suffered 
& run for one day, which was only 
stopped by the more conservative of the 
depositors of the institution coming out 
in public and showing their faith by 
making large deposits before the eyes 
of the long row of waiting patrons anx- 
ious to withdraw their savings of years. 


The Shrewd Speculator. 
It is charged that in the 28 years he 


has been at the head of the school sys- 
tem, Dougherty has pilfered the school 
treasury, turned the funds into his own 
wallet and, re-Investing them, has held 
himself up before the world as a 
shrewd speculator. He received a sal- 
ary of $2500 a year from the schools; he 
was president in name only of the Peo- 
ria National Bank, and, as such, his 
salary was less than $1000. He had led 
the world to believe that he saved and 
whittled down his personal demands to 
make it possible for him to turn the 
greater amount of his earnings. into 
capitel 

The public applauded and acceptéd 
Prof. Dougherty’s statements at their 
face value. It made no é@ffort to as- 
oeriain the condition of the funds at his 
disposal. It accepted his own checking 


of the books of the schovul board, al- 
though among the inspectors on the 
board are such men as Vliver J. Bailey, 
pregident of the Dimes pevings sank, 
John 5S. Stevens, one vf Feorias most 
skiliful lawyers, and others who stand 
before the community as shrewd busi- 
ness men. 

Prof. Dougherty’s suave manner, al- 
ways gentlemanly and reassuring, iulied 
the board inty a false sense of security. 
Accommodating always, generous to a 
fault, the superintendent of schools ied 
the members of the board as if they 
were chijsdren. 

The board accepted Prof. Dougherty's 
Statement of affairs and Fresident 
Meals placed his signature for sciiool 
board tnoney on many @n order—huw 
many no one knows—and the value of 
them) cannot be told until the fina] ac- 
counling. 

Prof. Dougherty was secretary of the 
boami, and as such, it is charged: he 
performed ail the functions of presi- 
dent, auditor and treasurer, dictating to 
the Finance Committee its pulicy and 
changing the amounts of the bills to 
een the demands of his own pocket- 
bovg, 


Enter the Nemesis. 

And while Prof. Dougherty is behing 
the bars of the County Jail, his friends, 
who, two weeks ago, would have giadly 
assisted him in any sum up to a quar- 
ter ar a half million, having deserted 
him and refused to place their names 
to paper to the sum of $100,000 demanded 
by the State's Attorney to cover: the 100 
indictments, the hero of the community 
is Erwin J. Schneoly, the former dis- 
count and exchange of the Peoria Na- 
tional Bank, who for years has been 


cognizant of doubtful practices by Prof 
Dougherty. 

When Schnebly first noted what he 
considered irregularities he accepted 
them as genuine through the signatures 
of the president of the bank. in time 
the ifregularities, instead of discontin- 
ulug, became more bold than before 
The school funds were manipulated (o 
suit the needs of the superintendent 
and when the raids became so glaring. 
the humble clerk decided it wag tine 
to tell his superiors what he knew, ever 
though his act should cust his job. He 
did ta@ll—and was Cischarged, the bank 
ofticials preferring to take no action on 
“in axplaining hi iti 
n explaining 8 position, Er 
Schnebiy has stated the facts boa i 
ome sor the Post-Dispatch: 

” ut seven years ago I firs 
charge of the ‘4ndividual’ books oe tee 
Peoria National Bank, and shortly aft- 
er, I began to notice the queer method 
Mr. Dougherty had of handling the 
funds of the school board. | 

“He would make checks payable to 
various local firms and deposit them 
to his own personal account, signing the 
names of the firms. In many instances 
he gaye his personal check for a small- 
er amount to the firm to which the 
school board check was ayable. I 
cannot recall how many such transac- 
tions there were, but nearly every firm 
in Peoria having business with the 
school board is included. 


It’s None of Your Business. 


“The ‘individual’ books were in my 
charge for four years and, during this 
period, “these queer transactions were 
carried on. I called the attention of 
one of my superiors and was informed 
that these transactions were none of 
my business. I was then transferred to 
the discount and exchange department, 
where I came in contact with the condi- 
tions which have led up to the present 
investigation. 

“The dealings of Mr. Dougherty in 
this department were carried on in this 
way: e would bring tn checks signed 
by himself and President Meals for 
large amounts, most of them calling for 
money in excess of $2000. In most in- 
stances, they would be pay ; 

. Andrews & Co. 0 Chicago, 
manufacturers of school furniture, or 
to Nelson & Co. o St. Louls 
plumbers. With these checks, he would 

urchase New York, Chicago or 8st. 
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Louis drafts made payable to his order. 

“After I had been working some time 
in this department, I became suspicious 
of these transactions and thought Il 
would look up the indorsements on the 
dratts. Upon investigation, I found that 
as well as being issued to his own or- 
der; he had used them in a way that 
called for investigation. 

“lt was Mr. Dougherty’s custom to 
indorse the school board checks paya- 
ble to local firms with their names, 
which looked to me _ suspicious, He 
would also sign the names of the out- 
side firms—A. Andrews & Co. and 
Nelson & Co., usually putting his ini- 
tials under these signatures. 

Kept a Record for Himself. 

“After huw toese drafts 
made payavirt VMouguerty and 
purchased with Scnool Board funds 
were going to private concerns, mosuy 
in the West, in which he was interest- 
ed. 1 began to keep a record of tneim, 
and the iast time that National Bank 
mxaminer WOOK went over the accounts 
i laid the matter before him. That was

“Mr. Cook advised e to take the 
matter up with the hifnest ,State au- 
Lhori.ties, as he said the affair was be- 
his jurisdiction. Following this 
advice I went to Springfield and laid 
Lue matte: before Attorney-General 
Stead.

of forgery. 

“My last move:was to talk to Mr. 
Dougherty, whose explanation was that 
he had kept three accounts, one in New 
York, another in Chicago and the third 
in St. Leuis. Such statement only in- 
creased my misgivings. 

“I turned over a partial list of these 
operations, amounting to about $20,000, 
to State’s Attorney Scholes. Mr. Dough- 
erty was recalled from his summer va- 
cation at a Northern resort. I had pri- 
vate interviews with him, which finally 
resulted in my dismissal by the bank 
as a clerk. He repeatedly urged:-me to 
keep the matter out of the courts, stat- 
ing that it would work my own ruin; 
that, as a clerk in the bank, my ob- 
servations were not suffictent to show 
iny irregularities whien could not be 
accounted for by him and the other offi- 
clals of the bank.” 

Prosecutor in Personal Charge. 
State's Attorney Scholes took person- 
al charge of the case. He has beel 
with the grand jury night and day and 
has succeeded in unearthing thousands 
of dollars of irregularities which have 
resulted in the wholesale Indictment of 
Prof. Dougherty. 

The first reports which in themselves 
were alarming proved a mere drop in 
the bucket compared with the later de- 
velopments. What appeared at first to 
be but a mild sensation has increased 
until the scandal is the most monu- 
mental that has ever been thrust upon 
Peoria. Revelations have been made 
by the grand jury investigation that 
make the entire business, social, relig- 
ious and intéllectual circles of the city 
stand aghast. 

Teachers who have been in thelr 
graves for years are carried on the pay 
roll of the schools. The list of the 
teaching force has Seen padded and 
these forgeries alone have turned hun- 
dreds of dollars every month Into the 
wrong channels. 

Schoo] scripts have been raised, in 
some instances from $37 to $3700 and 
from $1.15 to $115. 

Conservative estimates by board mem- 
bers place the defalcations at from $3000 
to $4000 a month for many years 

He Decides to Surrender, 

The culmination of the scandal came 
Monday when Prof. Dougherty learned 
that additional indictments were to be 
returned against him. He was at his 
home when he reached the decision to 
surrender. He called a closed carriage 
from the Peoria Livery Co. in Which he 
is a large stockholder, and went direct- 
ly to the County Jail. He rang the bell 
on Fe outer door and surrendered him- 
seit. 

“Is Turnkey Peters in?” he asked. At 
that time the turnkey en<ered and shook 
hands wtth the prisoner. 

“I am readg if you are,” said Dough- 
erty, with a laugh, and he was locked 
up in the cell occupied recently by the 
wife murderer. 

He is given better attention than the 
ordinary prisoner, being allowed to par- 
take of the meals sent in by the mem 
bers of his family. He spends a par' 
of his time in playing solitaire, sitting 
on the cot with the bare table drawn up 
to the side of his lounging place anc 


Only a few members of the family 
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mission is denied to all except his at- 
torneys and his 
ville of the First Congregational Church 
of which denomination Prof. Dougherty 
was a pillar, being a charter member 
of the Men's Sunday Evening Club, a 
popular social organization of that 
church, the largest in the city... 

After being locked up, Pro? Dough- 
erty denied the reports of a shortage, 
stating what discrepancies there are 
must charged to errors, father than 
a wish to defraud the school board. 

“I was a schoolmaster, not a book- 
keeper,”” he says. 

No Insanity Plea, Say Lawyers. 

He has broken down and wept on sev- 
eral occasions. At times he ‘s frantic. 
This is taken by some as an indicat on 
of the weakening of his mental power, 
and insanity is suggested as a possible 
defense, but h’s attorneys vehemently 
deny that they will follow this coup. ° 

Prof. Dougherty was one of the prom- 
inent members of the Creve Coeur Club, 
but was barred from its doors on the 
day of his indictment. On.=this last 
visit to the club he approached a fr'end 
of a quarter of a century and extending 
his hand, shocked the crowd of by- 
standers by this greeting: 

“Well, old fellow. shake hands. How 
does it feel to grasp the hand of a 
criminal?’’ 

Th's proved his undoing there, and 
the sentiment of the members of the 
club was s0® strong that President R. 
W. Kempshall placed a Dougherty bar 
in front of the entrances to the club 
building. 

One of the most 
stances connected with the disclosures 
in the Dougherty case is that the al- 
leged embezzled funds have not been 
lost, to any large degree at least. in 
stock manipulations, but have been in- 
vested in gilt-edged securites and real 
estate. One building alone in 8t. Louis 
has brought. Dougherty $12,000 annually 
in rental for a number of years. 

The Dougherty family lived modestly. 
Their home on Glen Oak avenue was no: 
costly, nor was it equ pped lavishly. It 
was the home which would befit the 
pocket of a man on: $3000 a year. Mrs. 
Dougherty did her own housework and 
the family entertained but little. 
Associated with his father ‘n business 
was Horace R. Dougherty, the son, upon 
whom no reflection has come, and the 
daughter. Miss Mabel is a teacher in 
ew Polytechnic Institute in this 
city.

SUE OKLAHOMA 


Territory Is Delinquent on 
Bonds Owned by Agricul- 
tural College. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 14-—It may be 
that Kansas will sue Oklahoma in the 
Federal courts to collect a debt aggre- 
gating $3960, which has grown out of the 
purchase by the Loan Commissioner of 
the Kansas Agricultural College of Ok- 
lahoma bonds. The debt is made up of 
$900 in overdue bonds and $300 in default- 
ed interest. The Loan Commissioner 
purchased $175,000 worth of bonds, and it 
is reported that the bonds were regarded 
as of a questionable character when they 
were purchased. The bonds drew 5 per 
cent interest and their shady character 
was given them because of the condition 
of the townships and school districts 
whicn had issued them. 

John Dawson, special attorney, is 
working on the case. He has found that 
Payne, Fottawatomie, Oklahoma, Day, 
Dewey, Garfield and Logan counties in 
Oklahoma are indebted to the State af 
Kansas. If the State expects to collect 
on these bonds it must do s0 at once. 
When the counties in Kansas owe the 
State the statute of limitation does not 
run, but where the State school fund is 
invested outside of the State it must be 
watched just the same as if the Btate 
was a private individual doing business 
for itself. The State officers are not 
afraid about the bends being paid by 
Oklahoma counties and townships, but 
it might happen that next year there 
would be no crop in Oklahoma, and in 
that event the bonds would not be good.

Affected by Example 
of France. 


BILL OF SEPARATION 


Tendenay Toward Divorcing 
the Church and State Is 
Manifested. 


POPE AWARE OF STATUS 


Vatican Is Likely to Direct 
Rather Than Resist 
Project.

ROME, The movement just started in 
Switzerland to promote a bill of separ- 
ation between church and state, in the 
same way aS in France, has caused 
some concern in Vatican circles, espe- 
c.ally because, since France set the 
example, there seems a tendency to 
introduce anti-Catholic legisiation in 
many of the Catholic countries of Bu- 
rope. 

In ‘Spain, where Parliament has just 
met after the summer vacation, there 
is a project on foot to regulate the 
status of the rel'gious orders. 

Even in Italy, the Socialistic element 
in Parliament is already agitating for 
a similar law, which will probably be 
submitted to the Italian Chamber before 
the end of the year, and which, if 
passed, will have serious bearings on 
the whole economy of the Church. 

Pius X is well aware of the condi- 
tions prevailing in many countries of 
Furope, and has decided to meet the 
emergency in a different way than his 
predecessor did the religious crisis in 
France. 

He is now determined that no open 
resistance shall be shown in other coun- 
tries to any legislation which is pro- 
posed by the Government, even if it 
should seem in some way hostile to 
church interests. 

propose Another Bill. 

In the case of Switzeriand, the Cath- 

olic representative has just ‘been in- 
structed to meet the movement half way 
by proposing another bill which would 
satisfy the State without hurting the 
material interests of the Church. 
,In Italy, as the movement against the 
religious orders is principally the work 
of the Socialists and radical elements 
of parliament, it is hoped to prevent the 
passage of any law hostile to the 
church through the direct influence of 
the governinent, which just at this 
moment maintains better relations with 
the Vatican authorities than it hasdone 
for many years past. 

Some difficulty will be experienced to 
prevent the passage of laws affecting 
the religious orders in Spain as it is 
known that the ministry itself approves 
of the proposed plan of legislation. It 
is expected, however, that the devotion 
of the reigning family to the Holy See 
wil possiby prevent the adoption of 
measures objectionable to the church. 

At any rate Pius X will not person- 
ally start an open opposition against 
government legislation -in the several 
countries where it is now threatened, 
and will not issue formal protests of 
any kind. 

It is the opinion of many here that the 
mildness of Pius X's policy will win in 
the end, and that the Pope's uncom- 
Plaining attitude will finally disarm the 
enemies of the church. Pius X has or-

'BRATTON EXPLAINS 
WITHDRAWAL OF HORSES 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I hope you will allow me to explain 
to the public why I took the action I 
did last Friday night in withdrawing 
my entries from the St. Louis Horse 
Shuw. In the beginning of the week 
(after my entries had beaten Mr. 
Jones’), Mr. Orthwein received a letter 
from Lawrence Jones asking him not 
tou allow Mr. Herbert Crane to judge on 
any classes in which his horses were 
exhibited. After consulting with the 
rest of the committee, it was decided 
that this wou!d not be done, and Messrs. 
Hierbert Crare, R. P. Sterricker and 
Joseph A. Wenderoth, the original 
heavy harness horse judges, were a}- 
lowed to judge us they had done the 
way previous. 

lt is customary in all the well-con- 
ducted horse shows in this country for 
the committee to select and invite gen- 
tlemen to judge in the different classes 
whom they think are thoroughly com- 
petent and beyond reproach. 

it was deciced to invite, among sev- 
eral others, Mr. Herbert Crane. Mr 
Josph A.Wenderoth and Mr. R. P. Ster- 
ricker. Those three gentlemen accepted 
the invitations and notified the commit- 
tee that they would judge heavy har- 
ness horses. : 

You will tind that they are down in 
the catalogue vf the show to éudge these 
classes. Never before in my 15 years’ 
experience in showing horses have | 
ever known an exhibitor to be able to 
induce the committee to change a judge 
simply because his horses. were not 
0 sa prizea. 

r. Orthwein made any pr

Mr. Crane 
appreciating my position, did every- 
thing he could to assist me. 

“Refore making the change I told 
Mr. Bratton of my intention at the 
Country Club on Friday afternoon. 
He approved of ft. I fancy the fact 
that Mr. Galbreath, one of the new 
judges, had ‘gated’ Mr. Jones’ Gallan* 
Lad for bad conduct the previous 
night: had something to do with Mr. 
Rratton’s approval of the change. All 
went well until Mr. Galbreath gave 
Gallant Lad the decision over Glen- 
wood on Friday night.

OF TUCKER'S FEE 


Charges Against Judge Might 
Look Queer in East, but 
Not There, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SOLOMONVILLE, Ariz., Oct. 14.~ 
Friends of Judge Tucker, whose resig- 
nation has been demanded by President 
Roosevelt, say he was justified in try- 
ing cases with his feet on the desk in 
| Cones County, which is strongly Mor- 
mon. As big feet are a token of quali- 
fication for a Mormon bishop, likewise 
for a Nebraska Judge, they indicate 
large judicial understanding. Tucker's 
feet concealed the cigar and pipe he 
loved to enjoy during trials. Betimes 
he could take a short nap behind the 
shadows of his feet. 

His claim as a descendant of “Old 
Dan" Tucker was called into question 
by some Latter Day Saints. His dis- 
play of feet on the judicial pedestal 
caused this discussion, as “Old Dan’ 
was superb with his feet. Others claim 
that his feet indicated a populistic ten- 
dency, because they covered so much 
territory. It is not true that he ever 
removed his boots or shoes before dis- 
playing them on the judicial desk. 

Smoking was his judicial trait. With 
his feet on his desk it made his atti- 
tude rmore restful, inducing clearer ju- 
dicial contempiation of profound legal 
problems fired at him by the young Mor- 
mon lawyers and legal lights of the 
backwoods judicial district. 

‘Tucker was immensely popular with 
the Mormons on account of his social 
and genial d.sposition. The charge al- 
leged against Tucker that he was seen 
in saloons drinking with a dancing girl 
on his lap is rationally explained. 

Chairs are scarce in that district. 
Either the Judge or the girl wouid have 
had to sit on the floor. It would have 
been undignified for a Judge to squat 
on the floor, and not graceful for the 
girl. Tucker from Nebraska was too 
gallant to allow the girl to stand. 

It can be said in Tucker's favor that 
he is not a microbial pest; he is a whole 
man, with all of his, limbs and _ two 
sound lungs. He is not like half the 
Federal appointees—bruken down con- 
sumptives or cripples—which makes 
home rule so much in demand. Recent 
Federal appointments have made even 
joint statehood popular. Anything for 
home rule is the cry. The more objec-

Along the Black River in Arkansas the 
rush is now greater than elsewhere in that 
State. Some extremely valuable pearls 
have come from that stream. In lowa a 
rush set in recently along Coon River and 
feuds broke out among rival pearl fishers 
which required the inte! ‘ferenee of peace 
officers. 

Every class of people has been repre. 
sented among the newcomers to the pearl \v 
rivers. Two or three jewelers in St. Louis 


have recently disposed of their business or 


the work of obtaining the gems. value. 


In Tennessee and Kentucky a rush like 
that in Iowa, Missouri and Arkansas is now 
on, and the search for pearls in the streams 
f those States is being prosecuted unceas- 
ingly. Newcomers are not the only ones in- 
terested in peari fishing, however. People 
who have long been resident along mussel- 
bearing streams have awakened fully to the 
possibilties lying at their feet. 

Families of fishermen and hunters have 
risen from dire poverty to wealth because of 
their luck in finding pearls, and in some 
eases the earnings of a single fisherman 
have been munifieent. These were the peo- 
ple who first profited by the knowledge 
that American pearls had a high market 
value, although not to the extent that they 
should. They were on hand—in on the 
ground floor—and the news did not spread 


the backwoods of Arkansas made the pur- 
chaser a comfortable sum when he disposed 
of it across the waters. But gradually the 
fisher folks began to realize, from the eager- 
ness shown by certain buyers, that they had 
something of value in their possession, 
Then local buyers sprang up, and in St. 
Louis a market has now been established 
where the fisherman can bring his pear] to a 
reputable dealer and feel certain that he is 
getting its value. With the establishment of 
this market news of the value of pearls 
spread and that brought on the present 
picturesque rush wherein individual ad- 
venturers and fortune-seekers vie with the 
paid fishers sent on, evidently, by the for- 
eign houses whose itinerant buyers have 
been superseded by the local men of repute « 
and standing.
